A CHARITY which offers a lifeline to 
elderly, disabled and isolated resi¬ 
dents across East Cambridgeshire is 
pleading with council chiefs not to 
slash its funding. 

Ely Soham Dial a Ride is a commu¬ 
nity bus service which has been help¬ 
ing vulnerable residents in the district 
for more than 10 years. 

However, the charity fears its future 
is threatened if Cambridgeshire 
County Council presses ahead with 
plans to cut its annual funding. 

Martin Curtis, council leader, insists 
community transport schemes such 
as Dial a Ride should not see any 
changes in the amount of funding they 
receive. 

But Gillian Leeper, the charity’s 
manager, says potential cuts being 
discussed at the authority’s full coun¬ 
cil meeting on Tuesday, February 18 
would force the charity to fold. 

In a letter written to the county coun¬ 
cil from staff and Dial a Ride users, 
they said: “We are extremely disturbed 
by the possible cuts and we wonder 
whether you are fully aware of the ser¬ 
vice provided by Dial a Ride. 

“A large percentage go out daily to 
converse with people or even to save 
on heating their home (which can be a 
priority over eating). 

“Where else will you find a daily ser¬ 
vice where nothing is too much trou¬

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ble? The members of Dial a Ride are 
very grateful. 

“Please continue to assist the most 
vulnerable in our society. These peo¬ 
ple do not wish to go back to a life of 
loneliness, hoping someone will call 
them and even find them after a fall... 
Don’t cut the subsidies to Ely Soham 
Dial a Ride.” 

Cllr Curtis says the council does plan 
to make £150,000 in savings from com¬ 
munity transport in the county - but 
that the money will be matched from 
other sources. 

He said: “I want to offer some assur¬ 
ances to our residents that the current 
budget proposals for the next two 


years means community transport 
should not see any changes in its grant 
funding. 

“This is despite having to make tough 
decisions about making savings in 
adult and children’s social care to 
reach the £149 million in savings we 
need to make over five years. 

“The proposals in the business plan 
does set out that we are saving £150,000 
from this area this year but we have 
matched this from other sources so 
that we can continue to provide grants 
at the same level as we have done 
before for the next two years. 

“During this time our officers and 
councillors will be working with com¬ 
munity transport operators to find 
other income streams and of course be 
applying to Government ourselves if 
any further funding is available.”

Decision time for 
Ely bypass plans

MAMMOTH plans to build a £30 mil¬ 
lion bypass in Ely were set to move a 
major step forward this week. 

The Southern Bypass proposals have 
been in the pipeline for more than a 
decade and yesterday, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee was recom¬ 
mended to approve the construction 
of the new road. 

Back in October Cambridgeshire 
County Council applied to the district 
council for planning permission to 
build the new bypass and to date, the 
proposals have sparked a mixed reac¬ 
tion. 

While some people say the bypass is 
the only way congestion will be 
reduced, others fear the new route will 
spoil views of Ely Cathedral and dam¬ 
age local wildlife. 

Among those against the scheme is 
the Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE), which called for a public 
inquiry to be held. 

But Scott Jackson, the planning

officer in the case, insists the positives 
the bypass will have outweigh the 
negatives, and has recommended the 
proposals for approval. 

He said: “It is agreed that the pro¬ 
posed bypass, by virtue of its rural 
location, its scale, height, associated 
infrastructure and mass, will have a 
long-term and significant impact on 
the setting of Ely Cathedral, its con¬ 
servation area and upon the relation¬ 
ship that the Isle of Ely has with the 
surrounding Fenland landscape. 

“Whilst the visual impact of the pro¬ 
posed scheme on the landscape can 
be mitigated to some extent by plant¬ 
ing and landscaping proposals, the 
fact remains that this infrastructure 
project will have a significant impact.” 

He says the bypass will reduce jour¬ 
ney times between the A10 and 
Stuntney Causeway, reduce delays 
along the A142, reduce the potential 
for rear end shunts as a result of queu¬ 
ing traffic, lower the strike rate on the 


railway underpass and on the level 
crossing and contribute towards the 
attractiveness of the Station Gateway 
area by providing a safer environment 
and reducing pollution levels. 

He said: “It is considered that the 
public benefits of the scheme out¬ 
weigh the harm to the designated her¬ 
itage assets in this case.” 

Even if the committee approves the 
proposals, the fact the district council 
is a statutory consultee in the plan¬ 
ning process means the final decision 
lies with the county council. 

Confirmation by the district council 
will however be a significant mile¬ 
stone. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county council’s 
cabinet member for growth and plan¬ 
ning, said: “We have done all we can 
through the planning process to miti¬ 
gate the impact of the proposed road 
on the landscape. 

“Ultimately we all must remember 
this project has been brought forward 
in response to the demands of the vast 
majority of residents to do something 
and we are determined to not let them 
down.”

Jobs at risk at 
district council 


MORE than 20 employees at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council could be made 
redundant. 

Council leader, James 
Palmer, says “radical” chang¬ 
es are needed at the authority. 

But Gareth Wilson, leader of 
the East Cambs Liberal 
Democrats, is accusing the 
Conservatives of making 
“unnecessary cuts”. 

Speaking following the 
authority’s finance and gov¬ 
ernance meeting last 
Thursday, Cllr Wilson said the 
Conservatives were pressing 
ahead with the cuts despite 
planning to have almost £2 
million in reserves by 2018. 

“Our accounts for this year 
are in surplus and next year’s 
budget is fully balanced with¬ 
out any increase in council tax 
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and without any “savings” 
from these redundancies,” he 
said. 

“They plan to make up to 23 
of the staff redundant. They 
will then expect the remain¬ 
ing staff to carry on with 
all the jobs.” 

Cllr Palmer says he 
“regrets” that some 
staff will lose their 
jobs but says he 
cannot be “blind to 
the pressures of the 
future”. 

He said: “Hard work 
has allowed the dis¬ 
trict council to balance 
its budget this year and 
even with our plans to freeze 
our council tax next year, we 
have managed to project a 


balanced budget. 

“However, we are not blind 
to the pressures of the future. 

“We are developing a new 
structure in order to ensure 
the authority can deliver the 
services which its residents 
need in the future. 

“To do this we are look¬ 
ing to radically change 
the way the organisa¬ 
tion works and trans¬ 
forming a number of 
services to focus 
more on what com¬ 
munities’ require.... 
we feel the authority 
will ultimately be in a 
stronger position to 
meet the challenges of 
the next few years.” 

The proposed changes will 
be being discussed by full 
council on February 27.

New service to 
help the elderly 


A NEW rapid response service 
has been launched in Ely to 
help unwell elderly residents 
get the help they need - 
urgently. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust has 
launched a year-long commu¬ 
nity rapid response scheme 
for patients registered with GP 
practices in the Ely and 
Wisbech area. 

GPs, paramedics and other 
medical professionals can 
contact a senior nurse who 
will arrange for the most 
appropriate professional from 
the multi-disciplinary service 
to visit their patient at home. 

They will then assess them 
to determine the type of care 
and support they need to 
recover - either at home or a 
short stay in a community 
hospital. 

The multi-disciplinary ser¬ 
vice includes nurses, occupa- 
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tional therapists, physiothera¬ 
pists, social care managers, a 
consultant geriatrician and 
pharmacist. 

Ross Collett, local chief offic¬ 
er for Wisbech and Isle of Ely 
Local Commissioning Group 
(LCG), said: “The service aims 
to ensure that people who are 
in a crisis situation, but do not 
need to go to hospital, receive 
the best care possible in the 
most appropriate place. 

“Most people in this situa¬ 
tion are better cared for in 
their own homes, but need a 
lot of support from medical 
and social care staff for this to 
happen. 

“As commissioners of NHS 
services, it is good to see so 
many NHS providers working 
in partnership to support 
patient’s needs.” 


Among those who has 
already benefited from the 
new service is 95-year-old 
Vera Wickham, from Ely. 

Vera was referred to the ser¬ 
vice by her GP after an infect¬ 
ed, swollen leg had left her 
unable to walk and feeling 
very unwell with a high tem¬ 
perature. Vera also suffers 
from chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease (COPD), heart 
failure and high blood pres¬ 
sure, all of which has an 
impact on how she is able to 
cope at home. 

But thanks to the service, 
Vera is able to continue living 
at home with her husband of 
73 years, Len. 

The service provides same 
day assessment for most 
patients and aims to refer 
them to other community ser¬ 
vices within seven days.

Wind turbines: some facts 

JOHN Stoneman used many strongly emotive 
words in last week’s letters (‘Say no to wind 
turbines’) when what is really needed is some 
hard substantiated facts and mature, 
unemotional, logical dialogue. Thus I look 
forward to the ECDC consultation on 
Renewable Energy Development and hope that 
the council will use the opportunity to be 
progressive, innovative and embrace the 21st 
century. 

To address some of the mis-information 
contained in Mr Stoneman’s letter: 

1. Wind turbines do not have a large 
environmental or wildlife habitat impact and, 
very importantly, do not take large areas of 
prime black top fen agricultural land (essential 
for food production) as would a conventional 
power station or indeed a solar farm (of which 
there is another local application pending); 

2. Bird mortality caused by turbine strike 
accounts for less then 0.01% of bird mortality 
caused by humans and less then 0.0001% of all 
bird mortality and current planning 
considerations reduce this still further; 

3. The UK is a world leader in turbine 
technology and these are being further 
developed all the time, so hardly a, “dead-end 
technology”; 

4. Wind energy IS a green technology 
competing for funding with other green 
technologies rather then starving them of 
funding. What really starves our world-leading 
environmental energy sector of funds is the 
obscene amount of government subsidies 
given to the nuclear industry and just watch 
how much money will completely disappear 
supporting ‘fracking’. For further, 
independent, well-researched information look 
at www.cse.org<http://www.cse.org/> the 
Centre for Sustainable Energy web site. 

Yes, of course, there will be a loss of visual 
amenity, but then this occurs with any 
development anywhere and I doubt the loss of 
visual amenity will be more than that caused 
by the southern bypass or a line of pylons 
stretching from horizon to horizon and if 
anyone really wants to know about loss of 
visual amenity I suggest they talk to the 
residents of Sizewell in Suffolk or Calder in the 
Lake District. 

There is no question that wind turbines will be 
a big part of the UK future energy mix and the 
bottom line is simple, inexorable and a little 
scary: our energy consumption is increasing 
and our generation capacity reducing, coal and 
gas fired power stations are ‘dirty’ and won’t 
meet our carbon reduction commitment and 
the development lead time for new nuclear 
power is in excess of 20 years and they are 
horrendously expensive. 

So one could argue that it’s a binary decision; 
unobstructed views of miles of flat, 
uninteresting farmland or the ability to heat 


your home, cook your dinner and watch TV.

Cocktail bar plans 
spark noise fears

COUNCILLORS fear opening a new 
cocktail bar in Ely’s Riverside could 
create too much noise. 

To date, not one resident has 
objected to Ta Bouche’s plans to 
take over the former restaurant at 
The Makings. 

The firm, which runs a successful 
cocktail bar in Cambridge, applied 
for planning permission to turn the 
troubled premises into a restaurant 
and cocktail bar in December. 

The takeover would involve the 
bar opening until 2am and new out¬ 
door seating areas and a children’s 
play area being created. 

However, members of the City of 
Ely Council are concerned about the 
effects the proposals could have on 
nearby residents. 

In a letter to planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
Tracey Coulson, the city council’s 
clerk, said: “Noise from the use of 
the outside areas of the building is a 
concern and members felt there 
should be a time restriction on the 
use of these areas to prevent any 
noise disturbance to the residential 
properties in this vicinity.” 

The city council also says the pro¬ 
posed play equipment is “not appro¬ 
priate for the size of the area”. 

The Ely Society, a group which 
works to protect and safeguard Ely’s 
heritage, is worried about the 
impact the children’s play area 


could have on proposals for the 
nearby Makings Cottage, which has 
been at the centre of numerous 
planning applications over the 
years, yet still stands empty. 

A spokesman for the group 
said: “Although we are happy 
with the proposals, we 
wonder whether the chil¬ 
dren’s play area may con¬ 
flict with forthcoming 
proposals for the Makings 
Cottage.” 

Residents have been call¬ 
ing for action over the for¬ 
mer Makings Restaurant for 
some time. The facility has 
been closed since autumn 2012 
and before that it was only open for 
a few months in the year. 

Bosses at Ta Bouche say there is a

demand for the facilities they are 
proposing. 

In their application, they said: “A 
demand has been identified for a 
successful food and drink venue 
along the river walk. 

“The area is used by many 
tourists and families and 
Ely does not have many 
late night venues and so a 
cocktail bar until 2am is 
proposed.” 

They added: “The out¬ 
door seating area to the 
back of the building will be 
identified as a children’s 
area during the day and a play 
zone will be provided.” 

The final decision lies with the 
district council.

FAST food giant Subway is one step 
closer to opening its doors in Ely. 

The major chain has been 
rumoured to be coming to the city 
for years and in October bosses 
applied for planning permission to 
move into the High Street. 

Those plans, which involve 
changing the signage at the former 
Lloyds Pharmacy premises, have 
now been given the green light by 


East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The proposals involve turning 
half of the building into a Subway 
and the other half into a Spar shop. 

A spokeswoman for Subway said 
the firm was unable to confirm 
when the branch would be 
opening, or how many jobs would 
be created. 

News that Subway is on its way to 


Ely has received a mixed reaction 
from local residents to date. 

Some people fear it will have a 
negative impact on the city’s 
independent cafes and sandwich 
bars, while others have said the 
city needs more High Street 
names.

Hundreds of homes and 
businesses in the village 
have received a leaflet 
outlining the proposals 
and a screening opinion 
has now been submit¬ 
ted to planners at East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The screening opinion 
will see planners telling 
the developers what sup¬ 
porting evidence they want 
if and when a formal planning 
application is submitted, such as 
environmental/archaeological 
surveys or the extent of local con¬ 
sultation required. 

The land in Wilburton Road is 
almost eight acres in size and is

£350k improvement 
works for busy road 


AROUND £350,000 is to be spent 
on improving a busy road on the 
outskirts of Ely. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
Highways has announced that 
the B1382 at Queen Adelaide is to 
be improved. 

Contractors will be moving in 
on Monday, February 17, to carry 
out the work between Thistle 
Corner roundabout and the 
beginning of the 30mph/national 
speed limit signs in Ely Road. 

The project includes improving 
the drainage, strengthening the 
road foundation and re-surfacing. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Work is expected to take around 
two weeks and will be carried out 
overnight between 7pm and 6am. 


“During working hours the road 
will be closed, with a signed 
diversion. 

“Access to property will be 
maintained, but some disruption 
and delay is inevitable.” 

The route is a busy one - even 
more so ever since the Thistle 
Corner roundabout was 
eventually opened. 

The roundabout, built by Barratt 
Homes as part of the massive 
King’s Avenue development, had 
been complete for almost four 
years before it was finally opened 
last February. 

The delay was due to wrangling 
between Barratt and the county 
council over whose responsibility 
the roundabout was.

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Probe into, 
puppy 
breeders 



FOUR dog breeders in 
Cambridgeshire are being 
investigated for not hav¬ 
ing valid licences. 

Many in the Ely region 
may have been bought 
from unregistered sourc¬ 
es. 

Now, East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council 
is investigating the four 
establishments to deter¬ 
mine whether a licence is 
needed for the breeding 
grounds. 

The council already 
licenses six establish¬ 
ments across the region, 
including three in Ely, to 
breed and sell puppies, 
though not kittens. 

Other licensed breeding 
centres can be found in 
Newmarket, Little 
Downham and at the 
Nesslands Cat Boarding 
and Kennel Specialists in 
Burwell. 

A Freedom of 
Information request also 
revealed that during 2013,

the council dealt with five 
unregistered dog-breed¬ 
ing establishments, which 
were found to not require 
licensing under the 
Breeding of Dogs Act 1973. 

Under this act, which 
was amended in 1991 and 
1999, any person who 
keeps a breeding estab¬ 
lishment for dogs at any 
premises and carries on at 
those premises a business 
of breeding dogs for sale 
must obtain a licence from 
the local council. 

Breeders are presumed 
to be producing the litters 
for commercial use if 
bitches give birth to five or 
more in the space of a year. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “We take 
animal welfare issues very 
seriously and we are cur¬ 
rently investigating four 
unregistered dog breeding 
establishments to confirm 


if a licence is required for 
these establishments.” 

Hannah Baker, from the 
Dogs Trust, said: “As the 
dog population continues 
to grow and people look at 
new outlets in which to 
purchase their dog, 
whether this is a local 
breeder or online, Dogs 
Trust urges people to 
check the welfare of the 
dog before buying. 

“If buying a puppy it is so 
important to see it inter¬ 
acting with its mum before 
taking it home. 

“If this isn’t possible or 
there are any concerns 
about the seller then 
report it to the local 
authority. 

“We know the tempta¬ 
tion is to take home a dog 
you feel sorry for as people 
believe they are ‘rescuing 
them’ - sadly this just 
makes space for another 
puppy and lines the pock¬ 
et of an unscrupulous 
puppy breeder.”

A BAN on cyclists travelling through 
one of Ely’s most scenic areas has 
been officially lifted. 

JustweeksafterEastCambridgeshire 
District Council announced it want¬ 
ed to allow cyclists to use the city’s 
Riverside and Waterside area, the ‘no 
cycling’ signs have been removed. 

The authority insists allowing 
cyclists to use the area will improve it 
for everyone - and the Ely Cycling 
Campaign agrees. 

But some non-cyclists insist the 
move will put pedestrians’ safety at 
risk. 

Mum-of-two Harriet King, of Back 
Hill, Ely, said: “I walk along the 
Riverside with my children quite 
often and can only describe this deci¬ 
sion as extremely worrying. 

“Despite the ban, a lot of cyclists 
ignore it and use the route anyway, 
and the number of times I’ve wit¬ 
nessed people having to leap out of 
the way to avoid cyclists coming 
towards them at high speed is scary. 

“I’m worried that a child or an elder¬ 
ly person is going to fall into the river 
as it is. Lifting the bicycle ban is going 
to make the area dangerous for 
pedestrians in my view.” 

Commenting on ely-news.co.uk, 
another resident said: “Here we go 
again - more rights for the cyclist and 


none for the pedestrian. Let’s hope 
someone doesn’t end up in the river. 

“I will not give way to a cyclist if I 
am challenged by one on the path¬ 
way. Cycles belong on cycleways or 
roads, not pathways.” 

The decision has been made as part 
of the council’s Ely Riverside 
Improvement Plan, which, in time, 
will also see new solar lights installed 
in the area, as well as designated 
duck feeding areas. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the council’s community and envi¬ 
ronment committee, said: “Our pri¬ 


ority has been to look at ways to 
enhance the Riverside area. 

“We were helped a lot by the feed¬ 
back from the public, who highlight¬ 
ed the areas they wanted improved.” 

The Ely Cycling Campaign has wel¬ 
comed the decision. 

A spokesman said: “This is one of 
the simple improvements we’ve been 
campaigning for and it’s great to see 
it come to fruition. We’re hoping this 
will be the first of many improve¬ 
ments that will make Ely and East 
Cambridgeshire a safer and more 
pleasant place to travel by bike.”

Councillor 
‘appalled’ 
by turbine 
proposals 


WIND turbines have been likened 
to “breeding rabbits” by a coun¬ 
cillor opposing plans in his con¬ 
stituency. 

County and district Cllr Bill Hunt 
has spoken out over contentious 
proposals to build four wind tur¬ 
bines at Berry Fen - land which 
borders Aldreth and sits within a 
few miles of Haddenham and 
Sutton. 

As previously reported, the firm 
behind the proposals is REG 
Windpower, which has numerous 
wind farms in the area, and the 
height of each turbine would be 
130m if the scheme is approved. 

But Cllr Hunt, who represents 
the Haddenham and Stretham 
wards, is urging planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to refuse the application. 

He said: “As a local man who was 
born and bred in Wilburton I love 
and cherish the big sky views we 
experience when looking over the 
fen landscape. 

“I own an Anthony Day painting 
that captures this feeling of an 
ever-changing sky. I am appalled 
by the vandalism that is being 
proposed by the plan to erect four 
massive wind turbines very near 
Aldreth which will be twice the 
height of Ely Cathedral and visible 
for many, many miles.

“Wind turbines are like rabbits 
and if not opposed will breed. This 
cannot happen, wind turbines are 
less harmful when located off 
shore. 

“I oppose this dreadful scheme 
and fully support the group of res¬ 
idents who are working to prevent 
this damage to the area we love.” 

Cllr Hunt, who lives in Ely, is 
throwing his weight behind the 
Stop Berry Fen Wind Farm cam¬ 
paign, which has been launched 
by a group of angry residents. 

Protestors say the turbines will 
“destroy the peace and tranquili¬ 
ty” of the area and “wreak havoc” 
on local wildlife. 

REG Windpower says the new 
turbines could provide enough 
renewable energy to power 
approximately 4,500 homes. 

Bosses are also proposing to set 
up a community fund worth 
£36,000 a year to support local 
charities and community pro¬ 
jects. 

The final decision lies with the 
district council.

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‘Site’s not right 
for new homes’ 


PLANS to build more than 20 
new affordable homes not far 
from a railway station are 
proving controversial. 

Residents in the Station Road 
and Back Lane area of Littleport 
areurgingEastCambridgeshire 
District Council to refuse pro¬ 
posals for an affordable hous¬ 
ing scheme near their homes. 

Ely-based AJ Lee 
Developments wants to build 
21 affordable housing units on 
a parcel of land to the north¬ 
east of Back Lane, and applied 
for planning permission in 
January. 

The proposals involve build¬ 
ing 12 two-bedroom houses, 
three three-bedroom houses, 
two four-bedroom houses and 
four flats. 

The developer’s agents say 
the scheme has been “designed 
to minimise impact on neigh¬ 
bouring interests and to avoid 
overshadowing, overlooking,

loss of privacy and dominating 
impact whilst providing appro¬ 
priate amenity”. 

But nearby residents say they 
are worried - particularly 
about access to the site, the 
increase in traffic and the 
impact the development could 
have on their homes. 

In a letter to the council, Mrs 
J Russell, who lives next to the 
proposed site, said: “I am very 
worried about all the extra 
traffic and disturbance so 
many extra houses will cause. 

“Back Lane is only narrow 
and unmade, and some of my 
neighbours have to park on the 
lane as they have no garages or 
driveways. This makes it even 
narrower. 

“I would be worried for my 
safety with so many more cars 
and vans travelling to and from 


the new houses.” 

Jean Scott, of Station Road, 
said: “Back Lane is not a public 
highway, but a single-width, 
unmade, unadopted track. 

“It would not give safe or suit¬ 
able access to the planned 21 
units and their accompanying 
vehicles, or for the emergency, 
goods, refuse and visiting vehi¬ 
cles which would have to be 
able to use it. 

“The entrance and exit from 
Back Lane itself is already a 
danger zone and the extra vol¬ 
ume of traffic would greatly 
add to the danger.” 

According to the developer, 
the new homes will be “redo¬ 
lent of the best traditional local 
vernacular,” and will “reflect 
the position of Littleport in the 
settlement hierarchy”. 

The final decision lies with 
the district council.

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Why it’s okay to cry 


After losing her dad as a 9-year-old, Anna 
Todd struggled with emotions and found 
her tears replaced by anger. That’s why 
she’s running a marathon to raise money 
for child bereavement charity Winston’s 
Wish - and encouraging others to share 
their own stories on her blog, Okay To Cry. 
Here, she talks to Emma Higginbotham 


A NNA Todd is a busy 

lady. A reporter for BBC 
Look East and mum to 
three young children, she’s 
also training hard to run the 
Brighton Marathon in a couple 
of months’ time (“Please 
airbrush my spots; I’m so 
tired,” she says with a laugh). 
On top of all that, Anna is 
writing and editing a deeply 
moving online blog. Called 
Okay to Cry, it invites anyone 
who lost a parent, a sibling or a 
friend as a child to share their 
story. 

It’s all to raise money for 
child bereavement charity 
Winston’s Wish. Because of 
all people, Anna knows how 
traumatic it can be to lose 
someone you love at a young 
age. 

Anna was 9 when her father 
was killed in Lebanon. A 
Canadian war correspondent, 
Clark Todd was shot while 
trying to escape gunfire. He 
was 38. 

“Dad was a very likeable 
bloke; the sort of person that 
people would listen to at 
dinner parties,” says Anna, as 
we chat in the kitchen of her 
Harston home. “But he wasn’t 
a conventional dad - he was 
away a lot. Professionally he 
was focussed; he would go 
where the best story was. He 


could be away for weeks at a 
time.” 

Clark worked for Canadian 
Television (CTV), and certainly 
had a colourful career. He 
was arrested while reporting 
from Russia, and even hit by 
a rubber bullet in Northern 
Ireland: “I had a great picture 
of him with the hole in his leg, 
pointing at it and laughing,” 
says Anna. “I used to help him 
dress it; I remember it clearly.” 

But she doesn’t remember 
the day her father left for the 
last time: “A taxi came at about 
five in the morning, and off 
he went. Mum said she did 
actually run downstairs to 
say goodbye, and the taxi had 
gone. I don’t know if she had 
a ‘feeling’, but he’d been in 
Lebanon earlier that year, so it 
was no different.” 


A civil war had been raging 
in the troubled Middle Eastern 
country for months, but 
by September 1983 it had 
reached fever pitch. Hearing 
that something was about to 
happen in a mountain village, 
Clark and his crew headed 
off to investigate: “Then the 
shooting started. It got very 
intense and they were basically 
running away - and he was 
hit.” 

The crew managed to get 
Clark into shelter, left him with 
a nurse and fled to get help. 

But by the time they returned, 
they couldn’t get back into the 
village. 

At home in Hatfield, Anna’s 
mum received a call telling her 
that her husband was missing, 
“and I remember me and my 
brother (Ben, then 4) and 



sister (Alex, then 6) all being in 
the bath together, and mum 
telling us that Daddy had had 
a litde accident, but that they 
were trying to find him, and 
hopefully he’d be OK.” 

For a week they heard 
nothing: “Then the phone call 
came,” says Anna. “I remember 
my mum sitting on this funny 
old stool, with the cord of this 
old-fashioned phone hanging 
down beside her. I said to 
my granny, who was staying 
with us, ‘Is there any news of 
Daddy?’ and she said ‘Mummy 
will talk to you; let’s make an 
Ovaltine’.” 

Upstairs, Anna sat down on 
her mum’s bed: “I said ‘Is there 
any news of Daddy?’ and she 


said to me ‘Anna, your daddy’s 
dead’. And I just remember 
this feeling, like a whoosh. 

Like it’s not you, like you’re 
looking down on yourself, 
and everything feeling very 
big - all the normal stuff not 
feeling quite normal - and her 
hugging me. I think I probably 
did cry a bit with her, but I felt 
very rigid. 

“Then she said ‘Do you want 
to sleep in my bed?’ And I said 
no. And I remember going to 
bed and just feeling numb, 
with this lump in my throat 
just starting to grow.” 

As the days went by, Anna 
botded up her feelings. “I 
couldn’t bear everyone crying. 
It really made me feel anxious. 

I just thought ‘Well if I don’t 
cry, then hopefully they will 
eventually stop, whereas if we 
all cry, then we’ve all fallen 
apart’.” 

She came to dread Sunday 
lunches, when the four of 
them would gather together: 
“My sister or my brother would 
say ‘Oh Mummy, tell us about 
Daddy’, and then all the crying 
would start again, and I’d just 
sit there going ‘Ohh...’” she 
says, closing her eyes. “I just 
hated it. Really, really hated it. 

“There was actually 
probably an element of envy - 
that they could let it go, and I 


couldn’t.” 

Instead, Anna began to 
orchestrate situations so that 
she could release her tears, 
“like causing a fight with a 
friend, or getting myself in 
a real tizz over something. It 
was basically so that I’d cry, 
but I wouldn’t say I was crying 
about my dad. I had a lot of 
anger, massive anger, and it 
still comes up every now and 
again. 

“That’s why I call my blog 
‘Okay to cry’, because a lot of 
children feel like they have 
to hold it together. And this 
anger came from this absolute 
frustration of never letting 
that go, never releasing that 
energy.” 

In 2000, Anna was flicking 
through a Sunday magazine 
when an article about 
Winston’s Wish caught her eye. 
“It was about a guy who’d sat 
in on one of their residential 
camps. He mentioned 
particularly the candlelit 
ceremony, where the children 
sit in a group, they put a 
song on and everyone holds 
a candle in memory of the 
person who died. It’s a chance 
for the children, in the quiet 
and in the almost-dark, to let 
it go. 

“I finished reading it, and I 
thought ‘God, that would’ve

been amazing for me’, and 
contacted them pretty much 
straight away.” 

Anna went through a 
rigorous selection process 
to become a volunteer, and 
then began helping groups of 
children, aged between 6 and 
16, with confidence-building 
activities like conquering 
climbing walls, “but it was 
mostly about talking about the 
person who’d died, which a lot 
of people find difficult.” 

Is bereavement harder for 
children than adults? “It’s just 
different,” says Anna. “And I 
know the way adults deal with 
their grief direcdy impacts on 
how their children deal with it. 
There’s a litde boy I mention in 
my blog who had huge anger 
issues. He was about 9, his 
dad had been killed in a car 
accident on the way to work, 
and his mum had basically 
removed every trace of him 
from the house. They didn’t 
talk about it, and everything, 
every photograph, was gone, 
because that was how she 
dealt with it. 

“And this litde boy was 
really sweet, but if anything 
went wrong... When his 
pencil lead broke, he slammed 
the pencil down and threw 
himself against the wall. All 
that energy, all that frustration, 
just built up inside him. And I 
just looked at him and thought 
‘I know exactly what you’re 
going through’. I really felt it.” 

Did becoming a volunteer 
help her too? “Yeah, it did. 
Sometimes you come away 
relatively unscathed, and 
other times you really carry it 
around with you, if a particular 
child or story really stuck in 
your mind. It made me realise 
how important it is that people 
get the right help when they’re 


little.” 

Now that she has her own 
children - Maggie, 7, Milo, 
nearly 6, and Joe, 2 - Anna 
can no longer commit to the 
residential weekends, “but I 
always said ‘I will support you 
any other way I can’. So when I 
was out running a few months 
ago, I was thinking ‘What can 
I do for Dad’s anniversary, and 
for my 40th birthday coming 
up?’ and I just thought I could 
run for Winston’s Wish.” 

Anna began running a 
couple of years ago, “just to 
get fit. It’s free, and it’s quite 
easy to fit in when you’re a 
working, busy, slightly frantic, 
chaotic mother. But I’m not a 
big runner,” she adds quickly. 
“I did nine miles the other day 
and it nearly killed me!” 

So is a full marathon a 
challenge too far? “Well people 
are constantly asking for 
money on Facebook these 
days, and I just thought ‘OK, 

I need to go one step further’. 
Which is probably really 
stupid,” she grins. “And really 
the blog is because I’m hoping 
to inspire people to give a little 
bit more.” 

Inviting others to share 
their stories and reading 
their emails has, she says, 
been incredibly moving: “It’s 
just surprising how many 
people have been bereaved 
as children, and it just shows 
what we didn’t have access to.” 

One story is from a lady 
whose father committed 
suicide - holding her 
photograph - when she was 
14. “It was the 60s and no-one 
talked about it, and she’s 
been left with that hanging 
over her,” she says. “I read 
that at work; I shouldn’t have, 
because it made me cry. 

“And my friend in the next 


village lost her mother and her 
brother within two months; he 
had an epileptic fit brought on 
by the trauma. 

“Then another friend’s 
father was murdered two 
months before she was born. 
They’re all interesting in their 
own way, but some are more 
dramatic.” 

Anna’s own story certainly 
has its drama - and sadness 
too. “A long time after my dad 
died, my mum got a letter 
from someone in the village 
saying ‘I think this is yours’.” 

It was a pillowcase, on which 
Clark had scrawled his home 
address as he lay waiting for 
help, “so that whoever found 
him would know who he was, 
essentially. And he’d written 
‘Please tell my family I love 
them’, so he was thinking 
about us.” 

Does she wish someone had 
told her that it’s okay to cry? 
“Absolutely! And I suppose 
there must’ve been a point 
where I did let it out, because I 
don’t feel so bad now at all. 

“A girl from my school has 
sent me her story,” she adds. 
“Her mum died when she was 
13, and I remember at the time 
thinking ‘I really should say 
something’, because no-one 
ever said anything to me. 

“And I didn’t, for exactly 
that reason, thinking ‘Ooh 
no, I don’t want to upset her. I 
don’t want to upset me’, when 
actually she said ‘All I wanted 
was for someone to ask me 
how I was. But they never did’.” 

And in that, says Anna, 
there’s a lesson for us 
all. “Never presume that 
somebody’s OK. Just say ‘How 
are you?’ Just keep checking.”

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Inquest into 
death of 
popular 
Aaron, 37 

AN inquest is being held this 
month into the death of a 
popular young father and 
talented martial artist. 

The sudden death of 
37-year-old Aaron Wisbey last 
October rocked the Ely area. 

Aaron, a former partner at 
Mercedes Benz specialists 
Stewart and Wisbey in Lynn 
Road, Chettisham, was found 
dead at the garage on the 
night of October 31. 

He had called his wife, 
Melanie, 34, at around 
9.30pm to tell her that he was 
finishing off some paperwork 
and that he would be home 
soon. 

But he didn’t show up, and 
when Melanie couldn’t get an 
answer on his mobile phone or 
the garage’s phone, she 
dialled 999. 

Police went to the garage 
and discovered Aaron, who 
was a black belt in karate, 
lying dead on the showroom 
floor. Forensics teams 
examined the garage and 
confirmed that his death was 
not suspicious. 

Aaron, of Lumley Close, Ely, 
leaves his wife and two sons, 
Louis, 3, and Theo, who was 
just seven weeks at the time. 

An inquest into his death is 
being held in Chatteris, on 
Wednesday, February 19.

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Happy New 
Tax Year?

Most of us celebrate the coming of a 
New Year on the eve of 31 December. 
But those of us working in the tax 
profession have an eye on the passing 
of the years on a variety of dates. 

5 April is probably the most important 
date for us. It signals the end of the tax 
year and with it, a line is drawn under 
a number of reliefs and exemptions. As 
the new tax year approaches, it’s time to 
consider whether all of the current year’s 
allowances have been used. 

The personal allowance (which dictates 
the amount of tax-free income we can 
receive), the ISA allowances and the 
capital gains tax exemption are all reliefs 
that operate on an annual basis. They 
cannot be carried forward from year to 
year. If not used, they’re lost. 

The Annual Allowance for pension 
savings can be carried forward from 
year to year, but with a time limit 
attached. And again, 5 April is the all- 
important date by which some unused 
relief must be used or lost. 

Most exemptions operate on an individual 
basis, but there is much tax planning to be 
had by married couples and civil partners 
who want to ensure that their combined 
tax liability is minimised. 

February is a rather dull month. But not for 
those with an eye on their tax bills. This 
is the time to review your tax affairs and 
make sure that you’re geared up to use 
all the reliefs and allowances that might 
otherwise fall away on 6 April. Those that 
do so will have a happy new year indeed, 
in the knowledge that they’re paying no 
more tax than they need to.

NOMINATED for six Academy Awards 
including best picture, Dallas Buyers Club is 
a profoundly moving biopic of hard-drinking 
Texan electrician Ron Woodroof who refused to 
accept that his HIV-positive diagnosis in the mid 
1980s was a death sentence. 

Instead, he smuggled a cocktail of unapproved 
drugs into America in direct defiance of his 
physician, who believed clinical trials were the 
only way to combat the virus. 

Woodroof established a club to sell 
medications to other HIV-positive patients but 
his actions drew the attention of both the police 
and the Food and Drug Administration which at 
that time took between eight and 12 years to 
approve a new drug. 

But Woodroof didn't have time on his side 
- doctors expected him to be dead within a 
month - so he bent the rules to stay alive and 
his inspirational crusade became a beacon of 
hope. 


Jean-Marc Vallee's well crafted picture opens 
at a rodeo ring where Woodroof (Matthew 
McConaughey) is engaged in unprotected sex 
with two women in the bull stall. 

A few days later at work he has an accident 
at work and regains consciousness at Dallas 
Mercy Hospital where Dr Nathan Sevard (Denis 
O'Hare) and colleague Dr Eve Saks (Jennifer 
Garner) deliver the hammer blow - blood tests 
have confirmed he is HIV-positive and has 
about 30 days to live. 

Very quickly he accepts the diagnosis and 
travels to Mexico to source non FDA-approved 
AZT from Dr Vass (Griffin Dunne). However, 
the medic warns Woodroof AZT is lethal and 
instead prescribes other drugs and vitamins. 

This cocktail keeps him alive and he goes into 
business with an HIV-positive transvestite called 
Rayon (Jared Leto) to peddle the same pills to 
gay men living with the virus. 

Dallas Buyers Club doesn't sugar-coat a bitter 
pill. Woodroof isn't portrayed as a flawless, 
morally robust hero but his friendship with 
Rayon opens his eyes to the lasting good he can 
achieve through his business.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CJ Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

Potholes: Backlog 
now over 10 years 


POTHOLES are costing British 
drivers £1.2 billion every year 
due to damage to suspension, 
steering and wheels. 

This is a 16 per cent rise in the 
cost of damage to cars on the 
UK’s roads and the weather has 
played a major part in the rise in 
the number of potholes. 

Councils say they don’t have 
the money to deal with the prob¬ 
lem due to budget cuts and there 
has also been an 18 per cent 
increase in the number of dan¬ 
gerous potholes reported during 
the past 12 months according to 
the Asphalt Industry Alliance 


(AIA). 

The AIA believes there are two 
million serious potholes on UK 
roads at present, leaving drivers 
with an average repair bill of 
£140 if they come into contact 
with one. 

Roads on the south coast of 
England, in Kent and the East 
Midlands seem to be the worst 
affected. The government is 
spending around £1 billion per 
year on rectifying potholes, but 
experts at the AIA reckon it could 
take more than 10 years to deal 
with the backlog of essential 
repairs required.
